LONDON OP)— Russia tonight sent President Eisen­ 
hower a demand for joint Soviet-American intervention 
“within hours” lest the Middle East war turn “into a 
third world war.” 
Moscow radio broadcast a message from Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin to Eisenhower saying quick interven­ 
tion, backed by the United Nations is needed to stop 
British-French “aggression” in the Middle East. 
Bul­ 
ganin pressed for “a positive reply.” 
U. S. officials in Washington promptly rejected, the 
proposal, Associated Press reported. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (W — Britain and France today 
accepted United Nations plans for an international police force 
in the Middle East but said their military action in Egypt will 
continue until the Egyptians and Israelis also agree.

Fog, Deep Snow Dulles Operation 


Slow Transport Removed Cancer

Weathermen kept a watch­ 
ful eye on hurricane Greta to­ 
day while Western states fin­ 
ished a clean up operation 
from a weekend blizzard de­ 
scribed as “one of the worst” 
in recent years. 
Meanwhile, fog spread over 
the Great Lakes, the Ohio Val­ 
ley and parts of the Mississippi 
V alley for the fourth successive 
morning, hindering both air 
and surface travel. 
At Chicago, air flights were 
operating in and out of Midway 
and O’Hare international air­ 
ports but visibility was limited. 
The fog shroud also halted 
shipping at many points on the 
Great 
Lakes, 
including 
the 
heavily used locks at Sault 
Saint Marie, where the Coast 
Guard reported between 15 and 
20 ships tied up. 
The hurricane, seventh of 
the season and bearing winds 
up to 100 miles per hour, was 
some 300 miles north-northeast 
of Puerto Rico and headed in 
an easterly direction. Although 
it was not expected to serious­ 
ly threaten any land areas, 
storm warnings were up from 
Puerto Rico and the northern 
Leeward Islands. 
Cool air and occasional light 
snow gave the weather a win­ 
ter-like aspect from the Rock­ 
ies to the Mississippi River. 
Temperatures in the 20s were 
reported as far south as Colo­ 
rado and New Mexico. 
The blizzard which struck

blocked roads with huge drifts. 
Workmen struggled to clear 
some drifts as high as 14 feet.

WASHINGTON (W—Doctors 
who operated on Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles Sat­ 
urday removed a cancer from 
the large intestine. They found 
no evidence that the malignan­ 
cy had spread to any otber 
organ. 
The State Department dis­ 
closed this in a medical bulle­ 
tin issued yesterday at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center 
where Dulles underwent sur­ 
gery. 


1 he bulletin said the secre­ 
tary’s condition as of 3 p.m. 
yesterday was “good.” A State 
Department spokesman said he 
still was standing by a previous 
prediction that Dulles will be 
back at his desk in about six 
weeks. 
President Eisenhower paid a 
15-minute call on Dulles yester­ 
day afternoon and immediately 
made clear that he does not 
expect the operation to affect 
Dulles’ place in the cabinet. 
Dulles is 68. 
The President issued a spe­ 
cial statement praising Dulles’ | 
conduct of foreign policy and 
announcing that Undersecre­ 
tary of State Herbert Hoover 
Jr., would run the State De­ 
partm ent until Dulles “can re­ 
sume his full duties.” 
During his visit to Dulles, 
Mr. Eisenhower told Maj. Gen. 
Leonard D. 
Heaton, 
Walter 
Reed commanding general who 
operated on Dulles, to “take 
good care of my boy. I need 
him.” 
Heaton also performed Mr. 
Eisenhower’s ileitis operation 
last spring. 


Dulles was stricken early Sat­ 
urday. 


He was taken to the hospital 
where a preliminary diagnosis 
pointed to acute appendicitis. 
Later that day, after a team of 
four doctors had performed the 
lengthy operation, it was an­ 
nounced a “perforated” por­ 
tion of Dulles’ large intestine 
had been cut out. The appendix 
was not affected and not re­ 
moved. 


Not until yesterday—follow­ 
ing microscope and other lab­ 
oratory studies of the tissues 
—was it announced that cancer 
had been detected. 


State Department press offi­ 
cer Lincoln White said that 
preliminary 
examinations 
of 
removed tissue showed it to 
be 
“adenocarcinoma”—medi­ 
cal term for a malignant tumor.

The military and political 
consequences of the British- 
French - Israeli 
invasion 
of 
Egypt will not be clear for 
some days—if then. 
But what is instantly clear 
is that not only are the econ­ 
omies 
of Western Europe 
and peace in the Middle East 
in peril, but the whole West­ 
ern Alliance, on which the 
safety of the free world rests, 
is wounded, weakened and 
besmirched. 
The heartburning, the cha­ 
grin, even the anger which 
are evident in Washington 
are in part due to the fact 
that London and Paris took 
this action not only without 
consulting the United States, 
not only without informing 
the United States, but, in the 
judgment of our officials, 
while consciously misleading 
the United States as to their 
intentions. 
These 
reactions 
will ultimately pass. 


THE MANNER of the Brit- 
ish-French-Israeli 
v e n t u r e 
into Egypt is not primarily 
important. 
What is primarily import­ 
ant is that our two most pow­ 
erful and cherished allies 
have turned to the use of 
force in a way and for a rea­ 
son which the American gov­ 
ernment deeply believes is 
morally indefensible, legally 
unjustified, economically dan­ 
gerous, 
politically

ser. 
The British ultimatum os­ 
tensibly to Israel and Egypt 
was, in effect, directed only 
to Egypt because it did not 
call for the withdrawal of Is­ 
raeli troops from Egyptian 
soil and served notice upon 
Cairo 
that 
British

would take over the canal 
even if there were a cease­ 
fire. 


THE REASONS the U.S. 
government 
considers 
that 
Britain and France have com­ 
mitted an egregious mistake 
are these: 


Because there is no treaty 
basis for the use of force 
against Egypt to re-take con­ 
trol of the Suez since Egypt 
has not interrupted traffic 
and has not violated the guar­ 
antees of the 1888 treaty gov­ 
erning the use of the canal. 
Because the use of force 
will almost certainly turn the 
whole Moslem world against 
Britain and France. 
Because Arab retaliation 
could easily involve the de­ 
struction of all the oil pipe­ 
lines in the Middle East and 
the 
closing 
of 
the 
canal 
which, combined, could shut 
off so much of the source of 
industrial 
energy 
vital 
to 
Western 
Europe 
that 
its 
whole economy would be in 
jeopardy. 


FINALLY 
AND 
perhaps 
most important of all, be­ 
cause at a time when Soviet 
imperialism is beginning to 
collapse and its true nature is 
being exposed by the revolts 
in Poland and Hungary, noth­ 
ing could be more morally 
hurtful to the West and po­ 
litically helpful to the Krem­ 
lin, than for a new imperial­ 
ism to re-emerge in the hands 
of two of the great Western 
nations, Britain and France. 
Though 
the 
opportunity 
comes to us in the most un­ 
happy circumstance, there is 
one 
by-product which the 
United States can use con­ 
structively. We can make it 
boldly clear—as President Ei­ 
senhower has done—that the 
American 
government 
and 
the American people stand 
unequivocally b e h i n d the 
achievement of national sov­ 
ereignty 
an d 
unalterably 
against any form or facet of 
colonialism, whether it stem 
from our allies or from our 
enemies. 
This is good. It has been 
too long delayed. 


I DO NOT suggest that Brit­ 
ain and France are not acting 
sincerely to protect what they 
deem 
their 
vital interests. 
They are. 
I do not suggest that they 
have not been under severe 
and lacerating provocation. 
They have. 
Americans have no brief 
for Nasser's policies nor his 
purposes. I do not suggest 
that American diplomacy has 
always been the wisest. It 
hasn’t. 
But it is well that America 
should stand up and stand 
out for the one inexorable 
principle which will alone se­ 
cure the collective peace — 
resisting the use

Adlai Stevenson today ac­ 
cused President Eisenhower of 
“negligence on questions of 
peace and war,” which, he said, 
“may plunge the whole world 
into the horror of hydrogen 
war.” 


As the Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate compaigned in 
Minneapolis, President Eisen­ 
hower was at the White House 
preparing a final brief appeal 
to the voters and dealing with 
grave foreign policy problems 


which have added new tension 
to the windup of the campaign. 
Stevenson, in a speech pre­ 
pared in Minnesota’s largest 
city, said Eisenhower has neg­ 
lected his presidential duties. 
“Now no one begrudges the 
President his recreation,” Ste­ 
venson said, “but peace is a full 
time job.” 
Both Eisenhower and Ste­ 
venson will make election eve 
radio and television appear­ 
ances tonight. 
Eisenhower plans to make a 
five to six-minute talk during 


an hour-long broadcast, start­ 
ing at 8 p. m. over the CBS, 
NBC and ABC TV networks 
and CBS radio. 


It was expected Eisenhower 
would stress the get-out-the- 
vote angle, leaving Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon and others 
on the program to make the 
big pitch for the GOP ticket.

Are Opera Singers Becoming 
'Racks Of Bones' By Diets?

NEW YORK OP) — Fedora 
Barbieri, a diva who doesn’t 
diet, today defended the stylish 
stout . . . in or out of opera. 
The Italian-born prima don­ 
na, one of the Metropolitan’s 
leading mezzo-sopranos, said 
opera is suffering from hunger 
pangs—too many singers have 
dieted to the damage of their 
diaphrams. 
“This stress on being skinny 
is ruining voices,” said the 34- 
year-old singer who is frankly 
plump and thinks more women 
everywhere should join her in 
the down with-starvation stand. 
“If being thin is necessary 
for your job, then diet,” she 
said, “otherwise, why? To be 
unhappy?” 
Miss Barbieri said most men 
like a woman on the well- 
rounded side—“Who wants to 
hug a rack of bones?”

ago,” she said. “Not in this 
country, anyway . . . in Europe 
singers don’t worry so much 
about waistlines.”

She added that other factors 
may be influencing voice qual­ 
ity—the shortage of great vo­ 
cal teachers, and the fact that 
many of today’s singers take on 
engagements in big theaters or 
out-of-doors 
concerts 
where 
“they have to shout.” 
Miss Barbieri, who was one 
of the stars at this week’s Met­ 
ropolitan opening, said that to 
sustain a dramatic role through 
an evening, a singer needs a 
hefty diaphragm. 
“Some of my colleagues . . . 
always on a diet,” she said. 
“And always nervous.” 
Miss Barbieri didn’t mention 
any names of other prima don­ 
nas. But Maria Menenghini Cal- 
las, the lead in the opening 
night performance of “Nofma,” 
is said to have droped from 
215 to 135 pounds. 


U.S. opera stars in general 
have been slimmer in recent 
years.

The Met estimates that of 
the 47 sopranos, mezzo-sopran­ 
os and contraltos on its roster, 
only a handful now wear a larg­ 
er than size 14 dress. 
“Some 
singers 
who 
diet 
themselves to thinness retain 
the big diaphraghm,” said Miss 
Barbieri. “Some don’t.” 
Miss Barbieri, who made her 
Metropolitan debut in 1950, is 
a laughing woman with lovely 
face, sparkling brown eyes and 
creamy skin. Her bust mea­ 
sures 41 inches—“better than 
Marilyn Monroe,” she said glee­ 
fully. She is tall—about five 
feet, eight inches—-and weighs 
170 pounds.

“And anything with whip­ 
ped cream.” She said she is 
trying not to gain any more 
pounds — “but what a sacri­ 
fice!”

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (IP) 
—The United Nations rushed 
today organization of an inter­ 
national police force for the 
Middle East.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UP) 
—Deep pessimism engulfed the 
United Nations today over the 
virtual impossibility of enforc­ 
ing a resolution, overwhelming­ 
ly adopted by the General As­ 
sembly, demanding the with­ 
drawal of Russian troops from 
suffering Hungary. 
Delegates cited 
two hard 
facts! 
1. The anti-Communist re­ 
bellion, after a brief hour of 
victory, appeared to have been 
destroyed 
by Russian 
steel, 
leaving the Kremlin and a 
clique of Budapest puppets in 
full control of the country. 
2. Soviet Chief Delegate Ar­ 
kady 
A. 
Sobolev 
virtually 
served notice in advance that 
a U. N. vote for an investi­ 
gation in Hungary, much less 
for free elections, would be 
summarily rejected. 
The 
prevailing 
view 
was 
that the Russian grip would not 
be loosened by words. 
The United States proposed 
the resolution in an emergency 
session of the General Assem­ 
bly last night. It contained 
eight sections. The main ones 
called on the Russians to end 
their armed attacks on th e 
Hungarians, to withdraw their 
forces, and to permit U. N. ob­ 
servers to enter Hungary and 
make an investigation. 
An explosion of applause 
halted U. S. Delegate Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. when he read 
the sentence proclaiming that 
the U. N. “affirms the right of 
the Hungarian people to a gov­ 
ernment responsive to its na­ 
tional aspirations and dedi­ 
cated to its independence and 
well-being.” 
The resolution was approved 
50-8 with 15 abstentions. 
The only negative votes were 
cast by the Soviet bloc. Among 
the abstainers were seven Arab 
countries, Iraq, Egypt, Jordan, 
Libya, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
Yemen. 
The delegate from 
Lebanon was absent. 
Other abstainers were Afgan- 
istan, Burma, Ceylon, Finland, 
India, Indonesia, Nepal and 
Yugoslavia. 
The poker-faced chief Soviet 
delegate, on the Assembly ros­ 
trum, disputed the right of the 
U.N. even to take up the Am- 


erican resolution. He called it 
a “crude violation” of the U. N. 
Charter’s stipulation against in 
tervention in the domestic af­ 
fairs of a country. 
He charged the resolution 
Was designed to çlivert atten­ 
tion from the “aggression” in 
Egypt. He said It was put up 
to gain time until British and 
French troops landed there. 
He said the deposed Hungar­ 
ian government of Imre Nagy 
had no legal status, hence Na­ 
gy’s plea for aid from the U. 
N. was “ unconstitutional.”

Teachers differ. Most teach­ 
ers are good. A few of them are 
bad. When our children have 
good teachers, they flourish. 
They love school. When they 
have bad teachers, they lan­ 
guish. Each, day is a strain. 
You’ve noticed? 
I wish I could promise we’d 
have fewer bad teachers in the 
future. But I can’t. There’s a 
teacher shortage all over North 
America. For years we’ve lack­ 
ed elementary school teachers. 
Now we’re running short of 
high school teachers too. 
One result is that our school 
administrators 
hand 
on 
to 
teachers they formerly would 
have dismissed. Some of them 
won’t admit this. But it is true. 
When there is no replacement 
in sight, they hesitate "to fire 
even a poor teacher. I don’t 
blame them. Do you? 
Another problem is in hiring 
new teachers. School leaders 
can’t be as careful in selecting 
them as they’d like to be. They 
compete with each other for 
teachers. They have to sign 
them up early. They hire teach­ 
ers 
whom 
formerly 
they’d 
have passed by. They have to. 
Otherwise they couldn’t fill the 
positions which must be filled. 
Let me repeat: I don’t blame 
o u r 
school 
administrators. 
They’ve a job to do. They’re 
doing it. But I am saying the 
standards for teachers are be­ 
ing lowered. The teacher short­ 
age makes it inevitable. Let’s 
face it. We’ll have increasing 
numbers of bad teachers in the 
years ahead. 
What can we do about it in 
this school district? We can re-

GRANDMA 
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Scenic Mountain Highway, Built By 
Convicts, Will Be Dedicated Thursday 


LOS ANGELES UP)—A 16.3- 
mile, prisoner-built road that 
finally completes the scenic 
Angeles Crest highway through 
the San Gabriel Mountains will 
be formally opened Thursday. 
Ceremonies sponsored by the 
Pasadena Chamber of Com­ 
merce are scheduled at 10:30 
a.m. near two tunnels through 
Mt. Williamson, more than 40 
miles up the highway from La 
Canada. 


TWO TUNNELS 
The tunnels, one 720 feet 
and the other 414 feet long, 
with neat end facings of stone 
blasted from the magnificent 
mountains, are part of the pri­ 
soners handiwork. 
A hundred volunteers from 
the Chino Institution for Men, 
toiling under non-prisoner su­ 
pervision, have finished in 10 
years the lortg missing link in 
the highway between Cedar 
Springs and Blue Ridge. 
The Angeles Crest highway, 
rising to 8.000-foot heights and 
offering awe-inspiring vistas, 
now gives winter-sports fans a 
direct rout from Los Angeles 
to the favorite Big Pines area. 


SHORT CUT TO VEGAS 
The route a l s o provides a 
short cut to Las Vegas, Nev., 
and opens to recreational use 
16.3 additional miles of moun­ 
tains. The U.S. Forest Service 
has built three picnic grounds 
in the newly accessible area. 
The Angeles Crest highway 
was begun in 1929 at La Can­ 
ada, in the foothills northwest 
of Pasadena. Part was built by 
private contract, part by pris­ 
oner 
labor. 
Forest 
Service 
campsites were opened at Chi- 
lao and Charlton Flats. 
World War II halted con­ 
struction of such recreational 
r o a d s in 1942. The Angeles 
Crest was by then a 40-mile 
scenic route that ended in the 
wilderness at Cedar Springs. 


WORK RESUMED 
A state honor camp was built 
there and the work resumed in 
1946. 
T h e five-million-dollar new 
section of two-lane highway of 
asphalt and rock mix is 28 feet 
wide, with many broad borders 
and parking areas that com­ 
mand impressive views. 


The prisoners now are build­ 
ing an 11-mile spur from An­ 
geles Crest highway to Cry­ 
stal Lake, where it will con­ 
nect with State Highway 39. 
Completion of the spur is ex­ 
pected in about four years. 
Personnel varies at the hon­ 
or camp; the men now longest 
in service have b e e n there 
three years. “Paper hangers,”

Headache, fatigue and tension 
disappeared overnight. 
The effectiveness of some 
lenses can be changed as much 
as 50 per cent by ill-fitting, 
twisted frames. The power of 
a pair of spectacle lenses is 
correct only if they are posi­ 
tioned exactly 13 millimeters 
in front of the eyes. Optical 
lenses have a center which 
must be precisely placed. All 
glasses are designed to set at 
a certain angle on the face. 
Any variation of these positions 
and the wearer is not getting 
the focus which was ordered 
for him. 
LENS POSITION 
The stronger the lens, the 
more critical its adjustment. 
Some eyes are more sensitive 
to lens position than others. Bi­ 
focals and trifocals reqdire ex­ 
acting alignment regardless of 
their strength, they must also 
be centered for the distance 
between the eyes. 
Head and neck posture are 
affected if glasses get out of 
line. 
Once 
accustomed 
to 


glasses in a certain position, 
any change can create consid­ 
erable discomfort and annoy­ 
ance. Blur and eyestrain of an 
indefinite sort may be the clue 
to the need for adjustment of 
the glasses.

Mental Cases 
In Russia 
Get Pensions 


^ NAPA, Calif. (IP) — A Napa 
State Hospital physician who 
recently 
completed 
a 
two- 
month study trip through Rus­ 
sia reports mental patients in 
the U.S.S.R. get government 
pensions and appear to be bet­ 
ter dressed than persons walk­ 
ing the streets. 
The traveling medical man, 
Dr. Ephraim C. Korol, says 
there is an increasing use of 
nypnousm by the Russians in 
the treatment of mental illness. 
They also lean toward electro­ 
narcosis, 
called 
“the 
sleep 
treatm ent” in Russian, rather 
than electroshock therapy, he 
says. 
Dr Korol reports he found 
the country to using psychoth­ 
erapy «extensively, but little 


psychoanalysis. There are RuS. 
sian hospitals for taking care of 
functional mental illness, says 
the doctor, but no statistics 
were available. 
He says the Russian aged and 
harmlessly senile persons are 
cared for in homes for the old­ 
er citizens, not in mental wards 
He likens some research hos­ 
pitals in Russia to San Fran­ 
cisco’s Langley Porter Clinic. 
Alcoholism appears no prob­ 
lem there, he states. He says 
there are few habitual drunk­ 
ards in Russia, as the strict con­ 
trols on absenteeism from work 
make it impossible for a per­ 
son to stay intoxicated for more 
than two days without being 
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reason, says Dr. Korol, he saw 
no delirium tremens cases and 
no alcoholic brain disease.
